Mo’ Hours, Mo’ Problems

Wondering why all your teachers 
have been wearing blue Boston Teachers 
Union (BTU) shirts? A recent proposal to 
extend Boston Public School school days 
has sparked much debate between the 
BTU and the School Department, which 
explains the appearance of many teachers 
in blue Union T-shirts. Superintendent 
Carol Johnson has proposed that an ad- 
ditional 30-45 minutes be added to each 
school day to help bridge the achieve- 
ment gap and provide students with more 
opportunities. In a speech delivered on 
October 25, 2011, Ms. Johnson stated, “We 
cannot educate students to proficiency 
levels without [having them] spending 
more time with great teachers...who help 
[them]... see a world beyond our commu- 
nity.” The School Department argues that 
this additional time is especially necessary 
because Boston is in the bottom two per- 
cent of the country in terms of the length 
of our school day; and while drop-out rates 
are improving, they are still too high. In 
theory, the BTU supports this extended 
day and agrees that students would benefit 
from it. The new proposal, however, does 
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not compensate the teachers for extra time 
worked, or cover the expenses of utilities. 
BTU Executive Board member John Al- 
loca points out that this proposal does not 
include a specific plan for how the added 
time will be spent. “If the day is extended 
there should be a combination of academ- 
ics, enrichment, and planning time...and 
the staff should be compensated for that,” 
he says. In addition, he does not think the 
school day extension should exceed 30 
minutes, because it would be harder for 
students to focus. BLS Biology teacher 
Lawrence Spezzano agrees: “Without a 
clear plan or use of the ‘longer day,’ it in 
itself could impose unnecessary physiologi- 
cal and emotional demands,” he says. 

To highlight the unfairness of the 
situation, the union launched a spoof cam- 
paign, encouraging the workers at City Hall 
to also spend an unpaid half hour more at 
work. Members of the BTU stood outside 
City Hall on March 15, passing out fliers, 
and a plane flew a banner above City Hall 
Plaza reading the same message. The point 
of the campaign was to raise awareness for 
their cause, and according to BTU presi- 
dent Richard Stutman, it was “absolutely 
successful.” The City recognizes the hard 
work of the teachers and is sympathetic, 
but because of a number of Boston stu- 
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dents’ unsatisfactory performance, (with 
a drop-out rate of 5.7 percent), the School 
Department, supported by parents, is 
adamant about extending the day. The 
matter is now one of negotiation between 
the BTU and the City regarding teacher 
compensation and structured plans for the 
use of the additional time. The superinten- 
dent has argued that with a pay raise of 15 
percent in 2007, teachers are being treated 
fairly, especially because many other areas 
have experienced budget cuts. In the end, 
the City and the union share a common 
goal: to extend the school day in a way that 
would be beneficial to everyone. 

Despite the ongoing conflict, the 
BPS has introduced an “Extended Learn- 
ing Time (ELT)” program in three schools, 
with two more following suit next year. 
According to union official Caren Carew, 
these ELT schools, which include the Edi- 
son and the Timilty, spend some of their 
extra time with partners such as Tenacity, 
the Boys and Girls Club and the Museum 
of Science. Luckily for us, Stutman says 
this plan will not be applied to high schools 
and exam schools. He attributes this to 
the fact that, “a lot of kids have work and 
responsibilities and there [might] be resis- 
tance from some students.” So worry not, 
students. BLS is off the hook!

The golden dome of the Massachu- 
setts State House shines faintly under the 
cloudy afternoon skies as light raindrops 
drizzle on Beacon Hill. Many people do 
not really know what happens underneath 
it, except perhaps that all legislation in 
Massachusetts is passed underneath it. 
The extent of most Bostonian plebeians’ 
involvement in politics is voting and 
criticism. Yet for most teenagers hoping 
to make an impact in their community, 
this is not the case. They are too young 
to vote. Instead, they rally around the 
Commonwealth to advocate for youth 
jobs and violence prevention programs. 
Today, representatives from youth orga 
nizations enter the State House, where 
their voices matter most. 

It is 4 P.M. Teens—Cape Ver- 
dean, Hispanic, African American and 
Asian—sporadically walk up Park Street 
and climb up marble stairs through the 
General Hooker Entrance. They pass 
metal detectors and head up to the third 
floor. 

Seventy teens from Youth Essential 
Services (YES), Catholic Charities/St. 
Peter’s and Dorchester Youth Collab- 
orative (DYC) gather outside the House 
Chamber for the Conference Committee. 
Senator Jack Hart, long-time supporter 
of youth jobs and violence prevention 
programs, greets and commends them. 
“This stuff works, when you're talking to 
people, when you introduce yourselves.” 
He cannot stay long, but sometimes, he 
works until midnight. 

Four representatives, one from 
each youth organization, sit at a table in 
a large room. Jerome Smith, Chief of Staff 
for the Massachusetts Senate President 
Therese Murray, enters and slips into 
the fifth chair. The representatives tell 
why teen jobs and community programs 
matter to them and about how they want 
others to have the same opportunities.

with not just their 
minds, but their 
bodies. 

Such insights 
from Professor 
Pinsky helped stu- 
dents better un- 
derstand both his 
poems and the very 
process of writing 
poetry.

The students were also curious 
about how Professor Pinsky crafts his 
poems, many of which they studied this 
year. In reply to their questions, Pinsky 
explained the importance of “hearing the 
melodies of what you are saying, what 
the vowels and the consonants are do- 
ing.” He described the way the teeth and 
tongue engage the sounds of his lines and 
allow the reader to experience the poem

He assures them, “youth jobs and youth 
violence were never really on the radar up 
here, but you guys have gotten it there. 
As long as the economy continues to get 
better, your funds will increase.” 

Finally, they thank Sonia Chang- 
Diaz for filing an amendment with Jack 
Hart to raise the YouthWorks grant 
from the Senate’s proposed three million 
dollars to 12 million. She responds, “I ap- 
preciate your thanks. It’s a privilege for 
me to have this job...to wake up in the 
morning and fight for youth jobs and pro- 
grams.” She asks young adults to register 
to vote, thus seizing the opportunity to 
gain supporters. She also looks at younger 
teens to gain support, as senators serve 
six-year terms. 

The House first cut the Shannon 
Grant (violence prevention funding), 
from 5.5 million in 2011 to two million 
dollars this year. Teen and adult advocates 
worked hard, and a last minute amend- 
ment raised the allocation to three million 
dollars. While it is a victory, in 2009, the 
Shannon Grant totaled 13 million dol- 
lars—it is still a whopping difference. 

Last week, Senate amendments 
endorsed by Senators Hart, Chang-Diaz 
and McGee to increase youth jobs fund- 
ing failed. Now there is a discrepancy of 
5.6 million dollars between the House 
proposal of 8.6 million and the Senate’s 
three million. 

If these public budget disputes 
seem distant, they are not. They do 
affect students. Many Boston Latin 
School students use the BLS Private 
Industry Council (PIC) office to find 
jobs supported by Massachusetts youth 
jobs funds. The Boys and Girls Club and 
many other community centers are also 
supported by violence prevention funds. 
These teens will be back again for the 
next Conference Committee. They will 
advocate for these programs, which have 
developed the passions and leadership 
skills of so many youths, for the better- 
ment of their communities. 


words... It adds meaning to the poetry.” 

B. Kim (D concurs. She adds that 
“the powerful words he uses to describe 
an item as simple as a shirt make you 
stop and think about how complex things 
really are,” referencing an excerpt from 
“Shirt”, a poem she found particularly 
moving. Kim, a musician like Pinsky, 
enjoyed the musical references present 
in his lines: “Wonderful how the pattern 
matches perfectly / Across the placket 
and over the twin bar-tacked / Corners 
of both pockets, like a strict rhyme / Or 
a major chord.” 

Professor Pinsky came as a part of 
his program, the Favorite Poem Project, 
which collects poems from people of all 
ages around the world and then shares 
them with others through videos and vari- 


ous anthologies. In doing this, he hoped 
that the project would cultivate a love of 
poetry among more Americans. 


Thus, when Ms. Moran, English 
Department Head, asked him if he would 
come speak to BLS students, he kindly 
accepted the invitation. She had worked 
with him over the summer, and praised 
his work as being “deeply evocative of 
common and uncommon strands of ex- 
perience, both drawn from his own life 
and from the prodigious wanderings of 
his imagination.” The visit also garnered 
much support and enthusiasm from Ms. 
Burke and Ms. Figueroa, who believed 
that his visit would help bring poetry alive 
for their students. 

Indeed, it seems to have done just 
that. Another student present, Alejandro 
Martinez (I), called what Professor Pin- 
sky said “thought provoking.” Learning 
about Pinsky’s creative writing process 
led him to a deeper understanding of Pin- 
sky’s poetry. Pinsky’s humble beginnings 
as a student also taught him a lesson. As 
Alejandro recounts, “you should never let 
failure be a means to an end”. 

If the reaction from the AP Lit 
students are any indication, his words 
will surely serve as an inspiration long 
after his visit took place - and not just 
for the students. As Ms. Moran noted, 
“T was impressed, as I always am, by our 
students’ thoughtful questions... The 
result was interesting, engaging dialogue 
that Pinsky clearly enjoyed.”

ashes. Since then, multiple incidents have 
occurred in both cities and towns. In one 
case, 49 mutilated bodies were found in a 
small town near the US-Mexico border. 
Heads, arms and legs were chopped off, 
making it impossible for authorities to 
identify the dead. 

The government’s 
success in killing and ar- 
resting cartel leaders has 
fractured the cartels into 
weaker bands that are link- 
ing up with either the Ze- 
tas or Sinaloa, contribut- 
6 ing to even more violence. 
S Tt started last fall in a fight 
for Veracruz, a smuggling 
= state with a massive port. 
E A year ago, more than 
% two dozen people, mostly 


into crowds during 
fiestas. Such carnage has basically become 
routine in Mexico. 

As a result of these acts of terror- 
ism and governmental efforts to combat 
them, more than 47,500 have died in the 
last five and a half years. According to the 
authorities, most of these deaths were 
connected to the drug trade, while others 
were from being in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. 

Many Mexicans place blame for the 
deaths on their President Felipe Calderon. 
Their argument is that if Calderon had left 
the cartels alone, Mexico would not be 
on fire. Calderon is a popular scapegoat 
because of his personal mission to demol- 
ish Mexico’s drug syndicates. These are 
half a dozen cartels, each one annually 
raking in hundreds of millions of dollars. 
The customers are American—moreover, 
recruitment in the States has been steadily 
rising. 

Looking at these facts, it is hard to 
say if Calderon is winning the fight. It is 
true that a few cartels have been weak- 
ened, and the La Familia cartel has been 
destroyed. A new group called the Knights 
Templar, however, has risen from the 


Zetas, were killed while 
trying to infiltrate Sinaloa territory. A drug 
gang allied with Sinaloa left 35 bodies on 
a boulevard in Veracruz for the police to 
discover; in a few days, they found 32 other 
bodies killed by the same gang. 

Calderon may deserve some of the 
blame for this situation because of his 
decision to use the Mexican military 
as the chief weapon against the cartels. 
When the military is accused of being 
forceful with the citizens and violating 
their rights, Calderon should be blamed. 
Yet the people are responsible too. For 
several decades, they have glorified the 
drug trafficking industry in the media and 
other aspects of popular culture. There 
are many corridos (Mexican ballads) that 
tell the rags-to-riches story of a person 
using his or her own wits and strength 
to get ahead. Some Mexicans even pray 
to ‘drug saints’, people who act as Robin 
Hood figures protecting the poor against 
the government. One of the saints, Jesus 
Malverde, was named after a bandit and 
was killed by the authorities in the early 
1900s. He was known as the “angel of the 
poor” and the “generous bandit” to the 
Mexican town of Sinaloa. 
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Gays Lose Carolina, Win Obama

North Carolina’s vote to ban 
same-sex marriages, partnerships and 
civil unions has been widely debated, 
attracting the unwavering opinions of 
many — reaching even to Washington 
D.C., where President Obama himself 
endorsed gay marriage. The amendment 
to North Carolina’s constitution was rati- 
fied on May 8 and expanded upon the law 
banning same-sex marriage already estab- 
lished in the state. The law now bans all 
civil unions, including heterosexual ones, 
disregarding the lifestyle of thousands 
of families around the state. The law 
states directly that “marriage between 
one man and one woman is the only 
domestic legal union that shall be valid 
or recognized in this state,” jeopardizing 
hospital visiting rights and child custody 
arrangements in addition to invalidating 
domestic violence protections among gay 
and straight couples alike. 

Push for the amendment’s ratifi- 
cation was primarily (and predictably) 
called for by various religious organiza- 
tions that claim to be working with God’s 
ideal in mind. Tami Fitzgerald, head of 
Vote for Marriage NC, stated that “the 
point, the whole point is simply that you 
don’t rewrite the nature of God’s design 
for marriage based on the demands of 
a group of adults”, but even in North 


Carolina the vote was 
close. Coalitions were 
formed and millions 
were spent by rival 
campaigns, causing cit- 
ies to pass resolutions 
rebuking it, attracting | 
the attention of Bill 
Clinton and President 
Obama. 

It is speculated 
that the President’s | 
endorsement, which 
arrived only days later, 
was in direct response 
to the amendment, 
causing skeptics to 
debate the primary 
purpose of the an- 
nouncement. Did the 
endorsement come

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about through political strategy or the 
president’s own sentiment? Regardless, 
he stated directly: “same-sex couples 
should be able to get married.” 

In conjunction with Obama’s 
newfound convictions, the board of the 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People (NAACP) has 
officially voted in favor of same-sex 
marriage. As America’s most conspicu- 
ous civil rights group, their symbolic 
gesture has come to represent support 
for the president’s reelection in addition 
to their support for equality in marriage.

Karam’s suggestion 
is expected to affect budget negotiations 
currently taking place for the state, al- 
though many say it is highly unlike the 
state will agree.

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A Hurdle for the Track Team

Purple and white are Boston Latin 
School’s colors, but the athletes at this 
school only occasionally wear them 
proudly on their tattered jerseys. At 
Dual County League (DCL) track meets, 
the BLS team walks onto enemy lines 
with a diminished pride, and already 
feels defeated. Looking at the other 
side, the teammates see their suburban 
competitors donning shiny, identical 
uniforms. As they look around at their 
own team, they see mismatched uniforms 
marked with sweat stains and other 
stains that they may not even want to 
know about. 

The BLS track team is currently 
underfunded due to team disorganization 
and a lack of donors as well as school- 
provided funds. One major setback for 
the team is broken hurdles. Right now, 
the school only has three hurdles—all of 
which are duct taped and dilapidated. In 
fact, each time the BLS hurdlers need 
to use their equipment, they must scav- 
enge the Roberto Clemente Field for 
sticks. These sticks are used to jam the 
hurdles in place and temporarily adjust 
their height. In spite of this makeshift 
solution, the hurdles remain crooked, 
unstable and essentially ineffective. 

Hurdler Eddie Lui (I) attests to 
this by saying, “The hurdles are beyond 
broken. We need ten for the race, but we 
only have three. How are we supposed to 
practice in the first place?” This dilemma 
is particularly pressing because the hur- 
dling team has developed enormously 
this season. Last year, the team only had 
one hurdler who could manage practic- 


ing with the battered 
equipments. This year, 
however, the team grew 
to more than ten hur- 
dlers—many of whom 
are underclassmen and 
have promising futures. 
With insufficient equip- 
ment, though, the talent 
of these hurdlers will go 
to waste. 

For many mem- 
bers of the track team, 
however, the hurdling 
issue is the least of their 
worries. An even more 
widespread problem is 
what the garb trackies 
call their “uniforms.” 
First of all, many male 
track runners wear 
women’s jerseys. This 


downright degrading 
predicament is the cause for many 
complaints within the track community. 
In addition, the uniforms that the team 
does have are just as dingy as the hurdles 
themselves. In fact, some trackies 
have jokingly speculated that these 
uniforms were extant in 1635. Many of the 
shorts (which are so short and unbecoming 
that they mortify even the most shame- 
less of runners) are permanently stained 
and torn. Lui comments, “I had gum 
on my uniform the first day I got it.” From 
an outside angle, the uniform problem 
is harmless, and perhaps a bit humorous 
as well. But at track meets, the rubbish 
that BLS trackies wear only serves to 
humiliate both the team and the school 
when it is surrounded by teams clothed 
in pristine and matching uniforms. 
More problems exist because of 


underfunding. According to Lui’s own 
words, the BLS track funding situation 
is “ratchet.” The team does not own 
a single weather tent, whereas all the 
other track teams in the DCL show- 
case their multiple tents at statewide 
meets and invitationals. At many of 
these meets, the BLS team has hid- 
den beneath other teams’ bleachers to 
avoid getting drenched in rain, while its 
opponents sought shelter underneath 
their own tents. Yet, in spite of the 
degradation that BLS trackies suffer at 
meets and practices, perhaps the worst 
aspect of these terrible team conditions 
is that the lack of investment deprives 
talented athletes of opportunities to 
succeed. This hurts the BLS team 
much more than crashing into a broken 
hurdle. 


Let’s Talk About Silence

In 1952, John Cage composed “Four 
Minutes and Thirty Three Seconds,” a 
piece in which the performers are asked 
to not play their instruments for three 
movements, totaling four minutes and 
thirty three seconds. Its purpose is to focus 
the attention of the audience toward the 
sounds of their environment, to surround 
them with what is called “silence.” Any 
person who has ever been in an argument 
with someone who is passive-aggressive or 
heard a really well-placed rest in a piece of 
music understands the power of silence. 
It can sometimes have more of an impact 
than words or sounds. 

The impact of silence is a guiding 
principle behind the Day of Silence. Ac- 
cording to the Gay, Lesbian and Straight 
Education Network (GLSEN), the Day of 
Silence is “a day of action in which students 
across the country take some form of avow 
of silence to call attention to the silencing 
effect of anticLGBT bullying and harass- 
ment in schools. Through their activities 
students can speak out against harassment 
and organize for change for their school 
and communities.” Since its founding in 
1996, it has grown to include over 8,000 
colleges, middle schools and high schools, 
one of which is Boston Latin School. 

At Boston Latin School, however, 
the intended impact of this event is less- 
ened both by the attitude of participants 
and the lack of discussion surrounding 
the event. At BLS, there are students 
who use the Day of Silence merely as an 
excuse to avoid participation in classes. 
There are teachers who roll their eyes at 
students who refuse to contribute when 
called upon. There is a general lack of

understanding and respect for this event 
as a motivating force for change even 
among those who partake in the Day of 
Silence. This is due to the absence of any 
form of facilitated discussion for the event. 
The BLS Gay Straight Alliance (GSA) 
used to host what are referred to as 
“Breaking the Silence” parties at the 
end of each Day of Silence. The purpose 
of these gatherings was for those in- 
volved with the Day of Silence to discuss 
their experiences and for further discus- 
sions about the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transsexual and Queer experience to be 
incited. The GSA has since eliminated 
these gatherings, and the event is thus 
often left misunderstood. While the Day 
of Silence is an important event with 
an extraordinary message, the impact is 
limited when participants lack a full un- 
derstanding. 

The Day of Silence certainly has 
many purposes, and there is value in 


experiencing it without GSA-led 
discussions. The reason a rest can be so 
beautiful is because of the music that 
surrounds it or because of the sounds that 
still exist within that silence. John Cage 
created “Four Minutes and Thirty Three 
Seconds,” not merely so the audience 
would sit in silent thought, but also so they 
would be awakened to the world around 
them. What is present in the silence is 
just as valuable as what is absent, and it 
needs to be understood in that way. Thus, 
the Day of Silence should continue to be 
observed at BLS, but with a greater level 
of respect and a greater level of purpose. 
There will always be people who choose to 
abuse or not take this event seriously, and 
the GSA can’t change that. By bringing 
back the “Breaking the Silence” parties 
or by offering some safe space in which 
the event may be discussed, however, 
the GSA can add a greater sense of purpose 
and depth to this meaningful event.

The day Barack Obama decided to run for office, he decided 
that his words would no longer belong to him. Anything he uttered, 
whether it was in the State of the Union or an address to the Senate, 
would be subject to public comment. So when we pose the question 
whether President Obama was playing politics when he expressed 
his support for marriage equality, there is really only one answer: of 
course. 

Everything that Barack Obama says is politics. It is politics 
when he talks about his dog, when he talks about smoking, when he 
talks about his wife and his kids. Nothing is sacred, and acting like the 
President’s words are above the political arena is naive. 

Yet this is not just any year. It’s an election year. The 
question is not really whether or not Obama was playing politics; 
the question is whether there was sincerity behind these new 
convictions. Let me tell you that there was, because really, these 
convictions are not new. 

“T favor legalizing same-sex marriages and would fight 
efforts to prohibit such marriages.” 

That was Obama circa 1996. While running for Senate in I- 
linois, he responded to a questionnaire about his personal beliefs on 
policy fora LGBT newspaper. But it does not matter how Obama feels 
personally about same sex marriage. It matters what he does about it. 
Rachel Maddow summed it up nicely when she said on her show that 
“Itlhe Obama administration has been very, very pro-gay rights.” This 
administration has repealed Don’t Ask Don’t Tell, expanded same-sex 
benefits for federal workers, ordered the federal housing authority not 
to consider sexual orientation when giving out loans and supported 
efforts at the State level to pass legislation supporting gay marriage. 
It is all about policy. 

For years, we have had presidents who were fine with gay 
people privately but could not take the political risk in public 
to support legislation that was friendly to the gay community. 
Glen Maxie, an openly gay congressman in Texas said that, then, 
Governor George Bush told him that when he denigrated gay people 
publicly, he did not want Glen to think that he meant him specifically. 
These former presidents may have had gay friends and been comfort- 
able with gay people, but their policy did not reflect that. 

This is partly because Americans have only recently begun to 
warm up to the idea of gay marriage. According to a survey archived 
on Pollingreport.com and published in the New York Times, 
nearly 50 perrcent of Americans now support the idea. 

Even though the electorate has progressed, however, current 
Republican leaders have regressed. Former Governor Mitt Romney 
and Republican nominee for President, is a great example of this 
switch. During his time as governor and his campaign for Senate, 
Romney was explicitly pro-marriage equality, saying that he was 
more liberal on this issue than Ted Kennedy. Now Romney has said 
explicitly that he is against gay marriage. 

When states vote on marriage equality, there are mixed results. 
New York was all for it. California and North Carolina? Not so much. 
When Obama said publically that he supported marriage equality, he 
did not gain a thing. If anything he put his close wins in many battle- 
ground States in jeopardy. Granted, this long overdue acknowledge 
ment has reinvigorated Obama’s campaign; yet on the whole, openly 
supporting gay marriage is not a sure bet for legislators. 

When Barack Obama sat in the Oval Office and said, "I've 
just concluded that, for me personally, it is important for me to 
go ahead and affirm that I think same-sex couples should be able 
to get married," he was not playing politics. President Obama was 
playing politics when he said he was “evolving” on the issue of gay 
marriage and when he said that he thought marriage was between a 
man and a woman because he was a Christian. When he finally said 
what we knew he had been thinking all along, for a moment, he was 
not playing politics. He was just being himself. 


The legalization of same-sex marriage, one of the most 
controversial issues of this century, has fueled heated conten- 
tions across the country. It is a social and moral discussion which 
challenges the beliefs of many Americans, divides entire popula 
tions and causes debate among religious and ethical groups. The 
2012 presidential election will likely be a center stage for this debate. 
On May 9, President Obama publicly announced his support for 
same-sex marriage. This announcement bears the question: 
Does Obama personally support same-sex marriage, or is he 
merely trying to secure a political advantage over his Republican 
opponents? 

It is definitely inspiring to assume that Obama’s support for 
same-sex marriage is due to a moral change, but a large amount 
of evidence points to the contrary. For example, in 2004 Obama 
said, “What I believe is that marriage is between a man and a wom- 
an.” More recently in 2010, Obama stated: “I have been to this 
point unwilling to sign on to same-sex marriage primarily because of 
my understandings of the traditional definitions of marriage.” On 
top of this, there was no indication before his recent interview 
that the president had been “evolving” his viewpoint. 

On May 9, Obama announced on ABC news that it was 
important for him to “go ahead and affirm that{he thinks} same- 
sex couples should be able to get married.” Obama’s ostensible 
struggle for the personal truth comes with peculiar convenience— 
notice how his announcement came one day after the Gallup 
polling organization revealed that 65 percent of Democrats, 
22 percent of Republicans and 57 percent of registered 
Independent voters support same-sex marriage. This indicates 
over half of Americans support same-sex marriage, and in any 
presidential race, winning half of the votes almost guarantees 
winning the election. 

In the 2008 election, Obama kicked off his bid with prom- 
ises of “Change We Can Believe In.” Now, as the government 
struggles to bring in any meaningful improvements to the nation’s 
precarious economy and depressing unemployment, convincing his 
voters that he has brought positive changes to Washington, D.C. 
seems far-fetched. Obama needs a hot-button topic to divert the 
attention of voters from problems like the country’s weak econo- 
my. Not coincidentally, the issue of gay marriage fits nicely into this 
category. Furthermore, debating against Mitt Romney 
(who is opposed to same-sex marriage) about the legalization of gay 
marriage early in the presidential race will greatly benefit 
Obama’s campaign. 

Ironically, Obama has no real weight over the legalization 
of gay marriage. This legalization is a policy controlled mostly by 
state governments. So even though Obama will not have much of an 
impact on this, he nevertheless supports it, knowing that he appears 
to be making an impact to the general public. This, however, is just 
a strategy to garner as many votes as possible. In his interview, 
Obama gave no indication that he intended to propose any sort 
of legislation, saying “this is an issue that is going to be worked 
out at the local level, because historically, this has not been a 
federal issue”. 

The observations and evidences following Obama’s 
sudden transformation in core values are hardly a coincidence. 
Although I cannot guess Obama’s thoughts, anyone who is 
seeking a second term in the White House, beginning a re- 
election campaign and dealing with the constant hardships since his 
inauguration, could not be more politically motivated to bring up 
this controversy. While it is possible that Obama did this because 
of his moral values, the political timing is too coincidental. Obama’s 
newfound advocacy for same-sex marriage is not continuing a 
seminal debate, but rather a tactic of his re-election cam- 


paign.

I am by no means the biggest 
reader of superhero comics, but even I 
have heard of Marvel's first-rate movie 
adaptations—X-Men, Spiderman trilogies 
and the most recent chain of superhero 
movies starring iconic Marvel heroes such 
as The Hulk, Ironman, Captain America 
and Thor. The stand-alone movies are 
the personal stories of each hero and are 
cleverly sprinkled throughout with webs 
of subplot. All of these come together in 
a movie complete with developed char- 
acters and an uncomplicated goal: The 
Avengers. 

The Avengers begins after the end- 
ing of Thor, in which the hero’s adopted 
brother Loki (Tom Hiddleston) falls into 
an abyss. The mood is ominous as Loki 
looms threateningly in his antler-helmet, 
making shady deals in dark dimensions to 
receive backing from alien life forms. On 
Earth, eye-patched Nick Fury (Samuel 
L. Jackson) of Strategic Hazard Inter- 
vention Espionage Logistics Directorate 
(S.H.LE.L.D.) contemplates the odd be- 
havior of the Tessaract, a magical, glowing 
blue cube. Loki proceeds to steal and use 
the Tessaract to wreak havoc on Earth, 
leading Fury to call the Avengers Initia- 
tive together. 


Mildly put, the Avengers Initiative 
is ateam composed of “gifted” people who 
are all very powerful and very different. 
So different, in fact, that when they first 
came together, I had doubts as to how 
this motley crew was going to save the 
planet when they seemed preoccupied 
with severe in-team fighting. Captain 
America, the super-soldier who brought 
a plane down in the Arctic to save the 
world during WWII (something our US 
History teachers fail to mention),the 
immature, sarcastic, self-absorbed ge- 
nius known as Tony Stark or “Ironman” 
(Robert Downey, Jr.), an Asgardian god, 
Thor (Chris Hemsworth) and a mild- 
mannered scientist, Bruce Banner (Mark 
Ruffalo), who doubles as an angry green 
giant, become the perfect combination in 
an imperfect super-team. 

What makes this movie interesting 
to me is the character complexity. Thanks 
to the preceding movies, we understand 
most of the characters’ motives (except 
those of Nick Fury—but that is the awe- 
someness of Nick Fury). As a viewer, I 
was able to distinguish certain qualities 
in the characters. For instance, Thor, 
while playing at times the stereotype of a 
“dumb jock,” is extremely loyal and just. 
Because he will also do what he must for 
the good of all, he gives Loki a second 
and even a third chance to turn back and 


go home with him, even when he clearly 
does not deserve it, That said, I feel bad 
for both parties: Loki only wants to be 
noticed next to his powerful brother, and 
Thor is fighting a losing battle to win his 
brother back.
